IN A WHALE’'S JAWS. 


Remarkable Experience of an American 
Sailor in the North, Pacific. 

George Leonard, an acting master in the 
United States navy during the civil war, 
and stationed on the gun-boat Katahdin, 
West Gulf blockading squadron, in 1863, 
told a story of heroism and exhibited marks 
on his body that corroborated his words, 
says a letter in the Philadelphia Press. The 
vear J850 found Leonard as one of the 
crew of the ship Enterprise, a whaler, in 
the North Pacific. Oneday he was stationed 
in the bow of a whale-boat, a long distance 
fromthe ship witha brave crew, who had 
sighted a whale and made for the monster 
with all possible dispatch. When within 
proper distance Leonard threw his harpoon, 
striking the fish hard and deep. In some 
manner the line, as it was running out, 
caught the body of one of the men in such 
a Way as to throw him overboard. The man 
suddenly sank, whereupon Leonard trans- 
ferred his line to a boatmate and sprang in- 
to the ocean in aid of the drowning sailor. 

The whale, now maddened by his fast- 
flowing blood, made a rush for the boat. 
Remarkable and horrible to relate, Leon- 
ard’s friend had managed to regain the 
boat, while he himself was caught by the 
whale between its jaws, his position being 
inside the monster’s mouth, with nothing 
protruding but one of his arms. In this 
manner the man was in reality within the 
jaws of death itself. The whale instantly 
plunged down into the deep, and, in the 
words of Leonard himself, “the fish seemed 
to be going down, down into eternity 
itself.’’ 

The imprisoned man, after all of this, had 
not lost his presence of mind. He mustered 
his entire bodily strength—and he wasa 
powerful man—actually bracing himself in 
such a position as to compel the fish to 
spread its jaws; at the same time, with his 
arm that was free, he grabbed the sheath- 
knife out of its socket, cutting right and 
left. No sooner was there a sufficient open- 
ing made than Leonard forced his body 
outside. 

Up to the.surface he swam, when, most 
strange to say, he found himself within an 
arm’s length of his boat. He was saved. 
The marks of the whale’s violence and the 
dents of its teeth were very plainly visible 
on Leonard’s arms, and he was always 
pointed out by his brother naval officers as 
“The Second Jonab.”’

WORN AND IC TORN BILLS. 


‘Singular Ways in Which Paper ener 
~Has Been Lost and Destroyed. 

When a smal! portion of a United States 
mote is returned to the Treasury with suffi- 
cient proof that the remainder of it has gone 
out of existence, the Trea sury will give the 
full value of the original note, says the 
Washington Post. Naturally the greatest 
destruction of money is wrought by fire,and 
bits of bills with charred edges are con- 
stantly coming in for redemption. 

But several instances have occurred 
“where men, in their desperation at their loss, 
have simply boxed up a lot of ashes, in 
which there was not the slightest trace of 
the original material, and demanded hun- 
dreds and thousands of dollars for them. 

- Such requests are, of course, refused, and 
| the senders are informed that their only 
' recourse is to ask Congress by special act 
to indemnify them. 

Next to fire the young baby is put down 
in the department.as the. most destructive 
agent. Innumerable affidayits are received 

| in which John Jones, or whatever his name 
may be, ‘‘being duly sworn, deposes and 
says,’’ that his infant son did chew up and 
swallow the missing portions of certain five 
dollar bills, and that the said missing por- 
tions were thereby.wholly destroyed and 
are now no longer in existence, 

The fashion of keeping small pet dogs has 


davits being sent to the department. Your 
pug and your poodle seem to take-especial 
delight in masticating the fruit and reward 
of the many days of severe toil of the head 
of the house. 

The fancy of mice for ten dollar bills as 
lining for luxurious nests has been im- 
pressed upon the redemption bureau by a 
long series of examples. Only a few days 
ago several hundred dollars worth of nest 
lining was redeemed fora Southern man 
who had for many years given up all idea 
of finding his missing treasure. There 
was $7000f itin the first place, notes of 
almost the first issue made by the Govern- 
ment early in war times. It had been hid- 
den away in a place supposed to be secure, 
and had disappeared. A quarter of a 
century later, in repairing the porch of the 
old house, the nest of the wealthy mouse had 
been discovered, and enough of the frag- 
ments recovered to secure more than half 
of the original deposit. 

Also fromthe South come mostof the 
moldy, worm-eaten bills which have been 
hidden in bottles or buried in the earth for 
years. There are not as many savings 
banks in the South asin thrifty New En- 
gland, and hiding places are used, 

But the habit of using the parlor or kitch- 
en stove as a safety deposit vault is not 
confined to any ove section of the country. 
Neither is the custom of burning up this 
treasure by some other member of the fam- 
ily who is all unaware of its value. Years 
agothe clerks in the redemption bureau 
ceased to declaim upon the stupidity of such 
people. It has become a matter of course 
with them, and they expect about so many 
letters every week from people who have 
warmed two dollar pair of hands with $1,000 
worth of silver certificates. 

Evidence of a family row crops out in # 
queer way in the bureau occasionally. Mr. 
Blank sends on the halt of a ten dollar note 
with a torn edge and an affidavit that the 
remainder of the note has been destroyed. 
Presently comes the other half with a cor- 
respondingly ragged edge and an affidavit 
from Mrs. Blank that the first half has been 
destroyed. Then the redemption bureau 
people know that there has been an exciting 
time over money in the Blank family, and 
there is before them a vivid picture of 
Blank clinging to one end of the note and 
his wife to the other end until it parts in the 
middle. 

Counterfeit money comes from every part 
of the country, mutilated probably by de- 
sign, with requests for its redemption. It 
is always indelibly stamped “counterfeit” 
and returned to the sender. The redemp- 
tion bureau is riot a good place for “‘shoving 
the queer” even ina fragmentary condition. 

There is inthe Treasury vault a brown, 
wooden box eighteen inches long, a foot 
wide and eight inches deep, which contains 
paper money of the nominal value of several 
hundred thousand dollars. It is not worth 
adollar. The queer thing aboutit is the 
menner in which it was collected. Every 
bit of it came from the dead-letter office of 
the Post-Office Department. Some portion 
of it is counterfeit, but most of it was gen- 
uine money many years ago. The banks 
which issued it and the officers who signed 
it are gone and forgotten. It was all sent 
to the Treasury Department some years ago, 
and Assistant-Treasurer Whepley under- 
took to trace up the various banks and get 
as much as possible of it redeemed. Oc- 
casionally he found descendants of some of 
these old bank officials, themselves bankers, 
who were willing to redeem. some of the 
notes for the sake of the signatures of their 
fathers, and in this way he succeeded in 
getting several hundred dollars worth of it 
redeemed. But of that remaining not a bill 
can be redeemed. A little of it is Confed- 
erate money, but most of it isof banks, 
State and private, that went out of existence 
many years ago. The oldest notes are 
dated back as far as 1812. One package 
contained $54,000 and another $9,000. The 
mystery is how so much money could have 
been lost in the mail. Neither the men who 
sent it could be found by the Post-Office De- 
partment, nor could Mr. Whepley tind any 
trace of them or their descendants. The 
$9,000 package was sent from Brandon, 
Miss., to Jackson, Miss., in 1840, and the 
letter accompanying it shows that it was 
sent in consequence of repeated demands. 
The most diligent search fails to discover 
the slightest traceofany such banking com- 
pany as that in Brandon, Miss., which is- 
sued the notes, most of which are of the 
$1,000 denomination. The notes are hand- 
| somely executed, as are a majority of those 
Lin the box. 


Ridding a House of Rats. .

Long sent the first Toronto special re- 
porting an interview with the Doctor 
on Monday, the same friends who bad 
distributed the circular on Sunday be- 
came furious instead of rejoicing at 
the prospect of finding their friend, as 
would naturaily have been the case 
under other circumstances, and imme- 
diately denounced the report as a pack 
of lies, and insisted that the Doctor 
had been murdered. In fact, it ap- 
peared that they much preferred to 
have his dead body found than the live 
Doctor in Toronto. 

The man who drove the wagon says 
that the trunk was hurriedly loaded 
into the wagon and driven straight to 
the lake, where it was to have been 
taken in a boat and sunk inthe middle 
of the lake, but when they were dis- 


covered in the act of unloading they 
retraced their steps and hurriedly 
pitched the naked y into a catch- 
basin. It would seem that the body 
would never have been stripped had 
they intended to sink it in a trunk in 
the lake, and one of the theonies set 
float is that the doctor first prepared 
the circular to pave the way or to ex- 
plain the cause of his proposed disap- 
pearance, circulated it where it would 
reach the public and give the impres- 
sion that he had been murdered in 
Chicago, and | thus ned the possibility 
of search being.made elsewhere for 
him. 

The idea is* farther carried out by 
the supposition that he secured a 
naked body from one of the many 
medical colleges in the city or the 
graveyard not far distant from the 
Carlson cottage and the place where 
the body was found. People who 
knew Cronin were not at all certain on 
seeing the corpse that it was his un- 
til the notables in the Cronin faction 
took the lead in declaring positively 
that no doubt was possible. The edi- 
tor of one of the leading newspapers of 
the city, who had frequently met the 
doctor, saw the body immediately after 
it was discovered, and upon returning 
to the office, when asked for an opin- 
ion, declared_a disbelief *that the right 
body had been found. <A Catholic 
clergyman had a similar experience, 
and in private still adheres to that view. 
Members of the insurance fraternities 
to which Cronin belonged were a long 
time skeptical after the discovery un- 
til silenced by the apparently over- 
whelming evidence against their own 


senses. 
The motive advanced for such an ex- 
traordinary intrigue by Dr. Cronin is 
that expressed in his circular, namely, 
that his death ‘‘ would be extensively 
inquired into,’’ and that the affairs of 
Alexander hom the circular 
unceasingly are to, would be ex- 
posed with a thoroughness which no 
other method would accomplish.

«AN IDAHO MURDER. 


TLeand ader Lee 2 Arres ted for Killing 


Two Squaws. 

For several weeks a correspondence 
has been going on between Constable 
Upson of Reno and the Sheriff of Al- 
turas county, Idaho, relative to the 
whereabouts of Leander Lee, who is 
charged with killing a couple of squaws 
with whom he had been living. Hav- 
ing learned that his man was at work 
at Sniith’s saw-mill in Long Valley, 
Sierra county, Cal., Mr. Upson went 
out there last Friday evening and 


rival of the Idaho Sheriff, who is ex- 


pected to reach here to-night or to- 
morrow morning. It is alleged that 
the two Indian women had several 
horses which were disposed of by Lee 
soon after their diappearance, and a 
strong suspicion prevailed that they 
had been murdered, but no clue was 
obtained until recently when their 
dead bodies were exhumed, both bear- 
ing unmistakable evidence of having 
been foully dealt with. Lee left Idaho 
with a Mormon woiwan, to whom he 
claims to have been married, but she 
admits that no marriage ceremony has 
ever been performed. Nevertheless 
she seems inclined to stick to the 
accused, as she insisted on being 
brought to Reno with him. 

Yestefday afternoon a GAZETTE re- 
porter visited Lee at the county jail, 
and found him to be a man of very 
moderate intelligence, above medium 
size and about 37 or 38 years of age. 
In the early sixties the accused lived 
with his parents at Smith’s Neck in 
Sierra Valley, but left there several 
years ago for the North. He stoutly 
denies knowing anything about the 
murder of the squaws, and says he 
made diligent search for them for 
some time after their disappearance, 
but it is understood that the evidence 
against him is of a character that is 
quite likely to convict.

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PROPOSED SHIP CANAL, 


By Which Lake Erie and the Ohio 
River are to be Connected. 

An effort is being made at Pittsburg
